ACCORDING to the Central 
Bank of Myanmar, the US dol- 
lar value against Kyat keeps ap- 
preciating in the domestic forex 
market. 

The dollar exchange rate 
stood at K1,335 in January-end. 
The rate has reached above 
K1,400 starting from 4 February 
2021. 

With the dollar value 
strengthening in the local forex 
market, a dollar was valued at 
K1,447 on 23 February. The ex- 
change rate rose by K100 in re- 
cent days. 

Consequently, the Central 
Bank of Myanmar sold 6.8 million 
dollars at an auction rate on 3 
February to control the dollar 
exchange rate rise. 

It is usual for the CBM to 
regulate the dollar volatility by 


selling or purchasing dollar at an 
auction rate. 

Similarly, the precious pure 
gold metal price stood at only 
K1,320,500 per tical (0.578 ounces, 
or 0.016 kilograms) in the domes- 
tic market during January-end. 
It then reached a new peak of 
K1,410,000 on 3 February. 

Shortly after that, the price 
of gold slipped a bit. The market 
was opened at K1,390,000 per tical 
on 23 February. 

Yangon Region Gold Entre- 
preneurs Association released 
a statement on 4 February that 
the association urged people and 
traders not to trust in rumours, 
control reckless gold trading over 
concerns, and use cash down pay- 
ment system. 

Last month, the dollar ex- 
change rate touched the maxi- 


mum of K1,345 and the minimum 
of K1,327. 

In 2020, the exchange rate 
moved in the range of K1,465- 
1,493 in January, K1,436-1,465 in 
February, K1,320-1,445 in March, 
K1,395-1,440 in April, K1,406-1,426 
in May, K1,385-1,412 in June, 
K1,367-1,410 in July, K1,335-1,390 
in August, K1,310-1,355 in Sep- 
tember, K1,282-1,315 in October, 
K1,303-1,330 in November and 
K1,324-1,403 in December. 

In 2019, the rates are pegged 
at K1,508-1,517 in July, K1,510- 
1,526 in August, K1,527-1,565 in 
September, K1,528-1,537 in Oc- 
tober, K1,510-1,524 in November 
and K1,485-1,513 in December.

Myanmar exports fall 
by $886 mln as of 5 


February 


MYANMAR’ exports over the 
past four months of the cur- 
rent 2020-2021 financial year 
touched a low to US$5.53 bil- 
lion, reflecting a drastic drop 
of over $886 million compared 
with a year-ago period of the 
previous FY, according to 
the data from the Ministry of 
Commerce. 

During the correspond- 
ing period in the previous FY, 
exports stood at $6.417 billion, 
according to the data released 
by the ministry. 

The pandemic deals a se- 
vere blow to the manufactur- 
ing, mineral and other service 
sectors as it shut down the 
events. Additionally, people 
demand only staple food. The 
current political instability 
will worsen the external trade, 
pointed out the exporters. 

The drop in exports of 
natural gas, gems and jew- 
ellery, and CMP garments 
contributes to the slump in 
exports, the ministry stated. 

Both sea trade and border 
trade dropped amid the coro- 
navirus impacts. The neigh- 
bouring countries tightened 
border security and limited 
the trading time to contain the 
spread of the virus. Pandem- 
ic-induced container shortage 
pushed up the freight rates 
to almost triple in Myanmar, 
causing delays for exporters. 

Of the seven export 
groups, agricultural exports 
showed an increase of $814.46 


million against a year-ago pe- 
riod. At the same time, ex- 
ports of other goods were also 
seen a small rise. Meanwhile, 
exports of livestock, forest 
products, minerals, fishery 
products and finished indus- 
trial goods declined. 

Between 1 October and 5 
February of the current FY, 
export values have registered 
at $2.09 billion for agro prod- 
ucts, $15.85 million for live- 
stock, $331 million for fishery 
products, $407 million for min- 
erals, $54 million for forest 
products, $2.45 billion for man- 
ufactured goods, and $176.57 
million for other goods. 

The country’s export 
sector relies more on the 
agriculture and manufactur- 
ing sectors. At present, CMP 
garment exports drastically 
dropping since the western 
countries cancelled order fol- 
lowing the COVID-19 impacts. 
The country’s export sector 
is likely to extend its drop 
due to the current political 
climate, an exporter shared 
his opinion. 

The Ministry of Com- 
merce is focusing on export 
promotion and market diversi- 
fication. Since 2011, the Minis- 
try of Commerce has adhered 
to its reform policy. A series of 
moves to liberalize and open 
the economy have been intro- 
duced through policy devel- 
opment to improve the trade 
environment. — KH/GNLM 


Companies registered via MyCO exceed 87,000 in two and half years: DICA 


THE number of companies reg- 
istered on the online registry 
system, MyCO, reached over 
87,000 in the past two and half 
years, the statistics released by 
the Directorate of Investment 
and Company Administration 
(DICA) indicated. 

The registration and re-reg- 
istration of companies on the 
MyCO website commenced on 
1 August 2018, in keeping with 
the Myanmar Companies Law 
2017. 40,960 new companies and 
46,377 existing companies have 
registered and re-registered on 
MyCO, bringing the total number 
of registered companies to 87,337 
by December-end 2020. 

Typically, over 1,000 new 
companies are registered every 
month. 


DICA’s statistics showed 
that 1,370 companies registered 
on MyCO in January 2021. 

When the online registry 
was launched in August 2018, 
1,816 new companies registered 
on MyCO. The figure stood at 
2,218 in September 2018, 1,671 in 
October, 1,431 in November and 
1,364 in December 2018. 

In 2019, the figure stood at 
1,733 in January 2019, 1,419 in 
February, 1,108 in March, and 
over 1,045 in April, 1,411 in May, 
1,307 in June, 1,428 in July, 1,302 
in August and 1,181 in September. 
The figures reached a fresh new 
peak of 2,059 in October 2019. 
Then, 1,615 new companies in 
November and 1,772 in Decem- 
ber were recorded, data of the 
DICA showed. 


Last year, the figures of reg- 
istered companies stood at 1,415 
in January, 1,298 in February and 
1,015 in March, only 348 compa- 
nies in April, 798 in May, 1,314 in 
June, 1,650 in July, 1,551 in Au- 
gust, 1,378 in September, 1,693 
in October, 1,099 in November 
and 1,521 in December, as per 
statistics of the DICA. 

At present, 100 per cent 
of the applicants are using the 
online registration platform, ac- 
cording to the DICA data. 

Besides, all registered com- 
panies need to file annual returns 
(AR) on the MyCO registry sys- 
tem within two months of incor- 
poration. At least once every year 
(not later than one month after 
the anniversary of the incorpora- 
tion), according to Section 97 of 


Myanmar Companies Law 2017. 

According to Section 266 
(A) of the Myanmar Companies 
Law 2017, public companies must 
simultaneously submit annual 
returns and financial statements 
(G-5). 

All overseas corporations 
must submit ARs in the pre- 
scribed format on MyCO within 
28 days of the financial year end- 
ing, as per Section 53 (A-1) of the 
Myanmar Companies Law 2017. 

As per DICA’s report, more 
than 16,000 companies were sus- 
pended as of September-end for 
failing to submit AR forms within 
the due date. 

Newly established compa- 
nies are required to submit ARs 
within two months of incorpora- 
tion or face a fine of K100,000 for 


filing late returns. 

The DICA has notified that 
any company which fails to sub- 
mit its AR within 13 months will 
be notified of its suspension (I- 
9A). If it fails to submit the AR 
within 28 days of receiving the 
notice, the system will show the 
company’s status as suspend- 
ed. Companies can restore their 
position only after shelling out 
a fine of K50,000 for the AR fee, 
K100,000 for the restoration of 
the company on the Register, 
and K100,000 for late filing of 
documents. 

Ifa company fails to restore 
its status within six months of 
suspension, the registrar will 
strike its name off the Register, 
according to the DICA notice. -—

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Local growers make good profit from watermelon cultivation in Gangaw 


WITH the enormously growing of water- 
melon in Gangaw Township in the Magway 
region, the watermelon started yielding. 
They are sold back within the region and 
in the border area. 

The watermelons are sold mostly in 
the Myanmar-India border checkpoint 
market and Kalay, Mawlaik townships 
in the upper Chindwin region. The local 
growers are making a good profit from 
watermelon cultivation because of high 
demand. 

The residents from Hsar, Yaw and 
Laung Chay regions in the Gangaw district 
commonly cultivate season fruits such as 
watermelon, muskmelon, potato, tomato 
and cabbage. The cultivation of seasonal 
fruits is successful and sent to Haka town- 
ship in Chin State and Tamu township in 
Myanmar-India border, Kalay and Mawlaik 


townships in the upper Chindwin region. 

The watermelons are selling well 
these days in some places such as Kalay, 
Chin mountain and the upper Chindwin 
region. So, the locals are having watermel- 
on as season fruit at pagoda and school 
ceremony. Also, the elders and children 
from those regions are eating the water- 
melon as snacks. 

The watermelons are cultivated be- 
side the Mandalay-Gangaw-Kalay highway 
in Shwebo, Taungkinyan, Myautkhin Yan 
villages in Gangaw Township. Watermel- 
ons are priced at K700-K1,000 per piece, 
depending upon the size. However, the 
watermelon fetched around K1,200 for a 
small-size one and K2,500 for a big one in 
Kalay, Tamu, Mawlaik markets in the My- 
anmar-India border market. —Panthitsa

Exports through Muse-Man Wein border rises in January 


THE 24-hour service at Muse-Man Wein 
border checkpoint for ten days boosted 
the exports between Myanmar and China 
and cut the freight forwarding cost by half 
in January. 

Exports through Muse-Man Wein post 
were valued at US$229.834 million in De- 
cember 2020. In contrast, the value rose to 
$270.359 million in January 2021, showing 
an increase of $40.5 million. Similarly, the 
figures showed an increase of $10.243 mil- 
lion in imports as well. 

Furthermore, the Muse-Man Wein 
checkpoint gave the go-ahead to over 
15,600 trucks in January 2021. 

Usually, Myanmar-China cross-border 
Man Wein was open for trading between 6 
am and 10 pm, in line with COVID-19 health 
guidelines. Following a friendly negotiation 
between a team led by the Muse District 
Head and the People’s Government of Ruili 
officials, trading hours through Muse-Man 





Wein were extended to 24 hours between 
5 and 14 January on a trial basis. As a 
result of this, exports remarkably soared 
in January. 

Myanmar shipped sesame, peanut, 
green gram, minerals and onions to China 
via Muse. It imports cotton, fertilizer, mo- 
bile phone and telecommunication prod- 
ucts, iron and steel products and machine 
and auto parts. 

Additionally, the authorities con- 
cerned from both sides negotiated the 
extending trading hours in Kyinsankyawt 
and Pan Hseng (Kyukok) and the Hsinphyu 
crossings’ reopening. At present, trading 
hours in the Kyinsankyawt checkpoint 
extended from 6 am to 8:30 pm. Further- 
more, Pan Hseng (Kyukok) and Wan Ding 
border posts also gave the green light to 
fruit trucks under the driver substitution 
system. 

The trade value through the Muse 


border soared to US$2.127 billion between 
1 October and 12 February of the cur- 
rent financial year 2020-2021. According 
to the Ministry of Commerce, the figures 
reflected an increase of $192.58 million 
compared to the corresponding period of 
the previous FY. 

Muse is an important border in My- 
anmar and handles an enormous volume 
of trade. But at times, it has experienced 
a sharp drop in trade on account of China 
clamping down on illegal goods, resulting 
in a halt in the trade of agricultural prod- 
ucts. Moreover, COVID-19 impacts slow 
the business last year. 

Myanmar intended to reach a trade 
target of over $5 billion through Muse for 
the last FY 2019-2020. However, only $4.86 
billion worth goods were traded. Border 
trade values at Muse stood at $5.4 bil- 
lion in the 2016-2017FY, $5.8 billion in the 
2017-2018FY and $4.9 billion in the 2018- 








2019FY, respectively, as per data of the 
Commerce’s Ministry. 

In a bid to contain the spread of coro- 
navirus on the border, China banned bor- 
der crossing. Shortly after that, about 50 
drivers are allowed to pass the border un- 
der the driver substitution system. Those 
drivers are, however, tested every three 
days. As a result of this, China included 
them in the vaccination programme, cov- 
ering 41 Myanmar truck drivers so far, 
said the vice-chair of Muse rice wholesale 
centre. 

Myanmar exports agricultural prod- 
ucts, including rice, beans and corns, and 
fishery products such as crab and prawn. 
Furthermore, Myanmar’s natural gas ex- 
port to China is also conducted through 
the Muse-Ruili border. The raw CMP ma- 
terials, electrical appliance and consumer 
goods are imported into the country. — KK/ 
GNLM 


Wuntho cabbage growers suffer 
from falling prices despite 
successful cultivation 


THE cabbage growers suffer from 
falling price even though the cultiva- 
tion succeeds in Latpangyitaw, Magy- 
igone and Kyaikkwin village-tracts in 
Wuntho township, Sagaing region, 
said U Khin Hlaing Win, a local cab- 
bage grower from Thayet Aik village. 

The locals are growing the cab- 
bage using the water from Daung My 
and Nam Hlaing creeks. 

“T have grown the cabbage 
around 20,000 plants annually. The 
cultivation costs of 20,000 plants 
are more than K500,000, including 
nursery plants, fertilizers and soil. 
The retail price of cabbage ranges 








from K100 to K200 depending upon 
the size of the cabbage. Around 200 
cabbages are sent daily to Kawlin by 
motorbike,” he added. 

“Last year, the people came to 
buy the cabbage at the plantations. 
Those cabbages are sold for K300 for 
the small ones and K600 for the big 
ones. This year, the cabbage fetched 
only K200 per piece. Therefore, the 
growers are suffering from the falling 
prices, earning less income. Now, the 
growers are expecting to have higher 
price for their cabbage,” said Ko Tun 
Myint, a cabbage grower. —Myint 
Tun Min (Kawlin)/GNLM

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WHO slams rich states for hogging vaccines 


Money donated to Covax 1s not being used 
because there are no vaccines to buy. 


he World Health Organi- 
sk on Monday blasted 
wealthy countries for not 
only hogging COVID vaccines but 
in doing so, hindering the pathway 
for poorer nations to get them too. 

WHO director-general Tedros 
Adhanom Ghebreyesus said some 
rich countries' direct deals with 
manufacturers had meant that 
previously-agreed vaccine alloca- 
tions for poorer countries, via the 
Covax programme, were being 
reduced. 

The UN health agency chief 
said the money was there to pro- 
cure doses for some of the poorest 
countries, following fresh contribu- 
tions from the United States, the 
European Union and Germany 
-- but it was worthless if there was 
nothing to buy. 

Tedros urged wealthy na- 
tions to start checking first as 
to whether their own deals with 
pharmaceutical companies were 
undermining Covax, which poorer 
countries are relying on as they 
await their first doses.

"Respect the deals' 

The ONE Campaign, a glob- 
al organization co-founded by U2 
singer Bono, said last week that 
members of the Group of Seven 


top industrialised nations along 
with the rest of the EU plus Aus- 
tralia had collectively bought near- 
ly 1.25 billion more doses than they 
needed to inoculate every member 
of their populations against COV- 
ID-19. 

"Some high-income countries 
are actually approaching manufac- 





turers to secure more vaccines, 
which is affecting the deals with 
Covax -- and even the amount 
that was allocated for Covax was 
reduced because of this," Tedros 
said. 

"We can only have vaccines 
delivered to the countries who are 
members of Covax if the high-in- 


come countries cooperate in re- 
specting the deals that Covax did." 
The first wave of Covax vaccines 
are to be shipped out between late 
February and the end of June. 

Some 145 participating econ- 
omies are set to receive 337.2 mil- 
lion doses -- enough to vaccinate 
a little over three per cent of their 
combined populations. 

Covax has said it hopes to 
raise the figure to up to 27 per 
cent in lower-income countries by 
the end of December. 

"Increase the pie’ 

The world's biggest vaccine 
maker, India's Serum Institute, 
on Monday urged other countries 
to be "patient" about it supplying 
anti-coronavirus shots, saying it 
has been instructed to prioritize 
its home market. 

Steinmeier said that although 
countries were focused on pro- 
tecting their own citizens from 
coronavirus, it made sense for the 
wealthier nations speeding ahead 
in the vaccine race to ensure that 
people in poorer nations were 
jabbed at the same time. 

"Governments are first and 
foremost -- and understandably 





So -- committed to their respective 
publics," he said. However, "if we 
refuse to grant the necessary sol- 
idarity, we must not be surprised 
if other countries come in to fill 
this vacuum by delivering earlier 
what is required -- and using that 
for their own purposes." 

Tedros called for intellectu- 
al property rights on COVID-19 
medical goods to be waived -- a 
move that could facilitate greater 
knowledge-sharing and the rapid 
scale-up of production sites. 

The idea, currently before 
the World Trade Organization, is 
staunchly opposed by pharma- 
ceutical giants. Tedros also urged 
pharmaceutical companies that 
were not making their own COV- 
ID-19 vaccines to turn over their 
facilities to produce other compa- 
nies' doses, as Sanofi has done for 
the Pfizer-BioNTech jab. 

"If we increase the pie, then 
better opportunities to share it 
equitably too." 

Steinmeier however said he 
did not think a waiver for patents 
or licensing "would be the right 
approach".

Early cases 

On January 22, 2020, 
then-president Donald Trump 
describes the presence of the 
coronavirus in the US as "just one 
person coming in from China" and 
says his administration has the 
new disease "totally under con- 
trol". Comments like these soon 
characterize Trump's dismissive 
view of the mounting crisis. 

The first US death is an- 
nounced February 29 in Seattle. 
It subsequently emerges two oth- 
er patients had died in California 
earlier that month. 


The outbreak spreads rapidly 
across the country, forcing state 
governors and local authorities 
across the country to impose lock- 
downs. By mid-March, the US is 
at a standstill, with schools closed 
and links to the rest of the world 
drastically reduced. 

The economy soon collapses 
-- and with it one of Trump's main 
arguments for re-election. 

Amid repeated promises 
of a vaccine, Trump pushes far- 
fetched remedies and rushes to 
reopen the economy. 

He leaves the actual manage- 
ment of the fightback to individual 
states, dooming any chance of a 
unified national response. 

A mounting toll 
On May 27, the US records 


100,000 coronavirus deaths, 
barely a month after passing the 
50,000-dead milestone. 

The disease's early ravages 
center on New York state, but 
quickly appears nationwide. 

On September 22, the US 
passes 200,000 deaths. By Decem- 
ber 14, more than 300,000 have 
succumbed. Barely one month 
later -- on January 19 -- the num- 
ber passes 400,000 victims in the 
United States. 

Trump struggles 

Even amid the soaring toll, 
Trump continues giving confusing 
and conflicting advice.

AFGHANISTAN on Tuesday 
launched a Covid-19 vaccina- 
tion campaign aimed at inocu- 
lating hundreds of thousands, 
as the war-weary nation reels 
from near-daily attacks by in- 
surgents.

“We don't expect 
any miracles, but let's help 
this campaign to be imple- 
mented justly,’ the country's 
acting health minister Waheed 
Majroh added. Afghanistan is 
believed to have been hit hard 
by the Covid-19 pandemic in 
the last year, but limited test- 
ing and aramshackle health 
care sector have hampered

EasyJet bookings

EASYJet shares rallied

New York City movie 
theatres to reopen 


MOVIE theaters in New York 
City will partially reopen next 
month, Governor Andrew Cuo- 
mo announced Monday, the 
latest easing of coronavirus 
restrictions in the Big Apple. 
Cuomo said cinemas will 
be able to operate at 25 per cent 
capacity, or up to 50 people per 
screen, from March 5 -- almost 
exactly a year since they shut. 
“Assigned seating, social 
distancing and other health pre- 
cautions will be in place,” Cuo- 
mo wrote on Twitter. Officials 
closed movie theatres on March 
17 last year as Covid-19 began 
ravaging America’s commercial 
capital, where the disease has 
now killed almost 29,000 people. 


In a statement sent to 
AFP AMC’s CEO Adam Aron 
announced that the chain’s 13 
movie theatres in New York 
would reopen on March 5. 

AMC is the biggest cinema 
chain in the United States. 

But Andrew Elgart, who 
owns three independent movie 
theatres in New York, told AFP 
he probably would not reopen 
on March 5, although he is con- 
sidering the possibility of doing 
so later. 

He said it wasn’t clear that 
reopening would be profitable 
under the current pandemic 
conditions. Cuomo has been 
gradually easing restrictions in 
New York City in recent weeks 


lion tests were administered 
in schools, where twice-weekly 
tests have been mandatory since 
in-person lessons restarted ear- 
lier this month.

PORTUGAL is aiming to have 
70 per cent of its population 
vaccinated by some point over 
summer, Health Minister Marta 
Temido said Monday. 

Temido’s comments at a 
news conference came with 
the number of new cases in the 
country markedly declining af- 
ter having suffered the world’s 
worst rate of infection in Jan- 
uary. 

So far, some 294,000 people 
have received a first vaccine 
dose and 106,000 have been ad- 
ministered two doses. 

National vaccine pro- 
gramme coordinator Henrique 


Gouveia e Melo said herd im- 
munity “should be achieved in 
August or early September” if 
“the forecasts on the availability 
of vaccines are confirmed”. 

The vaccination programme 
should accelerate “from the sec- 
ond quarter to reach the rate of 
100,000 vaccines per day” com- 
pared to the current average of 
22,000, he said. 

After weeks as the coun- 
try with the greatest number 
of infections in relation to its 
population, Portugal recorded 
the strongest decline last week 
with a 51-per cent drop in new 
cases to 2,100 per day. —AFP

THE European Commission said

Indian climate activist linked to Thunberg wins bail 


AN Indian climate change activist 
was granted bail on Tuesday 10 
days after being arrested for al- 
legedly creating a “toolkit” to help 
the country’s farmer protests that 
was tweeted by Greta Thunberg. 

The arrest of 22-year-old Di- 
sha Ravi on charges of sedition 
-- which can carry a sentence 
of life imprisonment -- sparked 
fierce criticism from activists and 
India’s opposition politicians. Po- 
lice alleged that Ravi was a “key 
conspirator” in the formation of 
the toolkit, which was shared by 
Swedish climate activist Thun- 
berg on social media. The toolkit 
offers basic advice on joining the 
protest on the ground and spells 
out how to show support on so- 
cial media. Officers said the aim 
appeared to be to “create dishar- 
mony among various social, reli- 
gious and cultural groups and en- 
courage disaffection and ill-will” 
against the Indian government. 
Police also said Ravi and two oth- 


ers had been in contact with a 
Canada-based organization that 
allegedly supported separatists 
from India’s Sikh minority. 
According to the Indian Ex- 
press newspaper, a Delhi court 
on Tuesday found no “palpable 
reason” to deny bail to Ravi, “con- 
sidering the scanty and sketchy 
investigation”. The protest by 
thousands of farmers, many of 
them Sikhs, on the outskirts of 
New Delhi since late November 
against new agricultural laws has 


emerged as a major challenge to 
Prime Minister Narendra Modi. 

The demonstrations have 
been mostly peaceful but turned 
violent on one day in late January 
when a tractor rally by farmers in 
Delhi became a rampage, leav- 
ing one person dead. The protest 
then took an international turn 
in early February when pop star 
Rihanna, Thunberg and the US 
vice president’s niece Meena 
Harris tweeted about the sub- 
ject.

“T reject the accusation that 
we have not complied with EU 
law,” German European Affairs 
Minister Michael Roth said in 
Brussels, where he was attending 
a meeting of EU counterparts. 

He said Germany had made 
the “difficult” decision because of 
the fear of highly contagious coro- 
navirus variants and because of 


Germany’s position as “a transit 
country in the middle of the Eu- 
ropean Union’. 

The commissionr’s letter to 
Germany, obtained by AFP said 
Germany was not applying all the 
ban exemptions set out by the 
EU recommendations, and noted 
that the spread of variants in the 
Czech Republic and Slovakia was 
no worse than in some other EU 
countries. 

It also took exception to 
German authorities requiring 
Covid-19 test results to be issued 
in English, German, French or 
Italian, saying results in Czech or 
Slovak should also be accepted. 

The EU’s aim, the letter 
said, is “the preservation of the 
functioning of the Single Market 
during a volatile economic period, 
as well as the protection of family 
life during a time of significantly 
reduced social contacts outside 
the core family.” —AFP

US authorities arrested 
the wife of jailed Mexican drug 
lord Joaquin “El Chapo” Guz- 
man at an airport outside of 
Washington DC on narcotics 
smuggling charges, the Justice 
Department said. 

Emma Coronel Aispuro, 
31, faces one charge of conspir- 
acy to traffic cocaine, metham- 
phetamine, heroin and mari- 
Juana for importation into the 
United States, the department 
said. 

She was arrested at Dulles 
International Airport. 

Guzman was the leader 
of the Sinaloa Cartel, one of 
Mexico’s most notorious drug 
trafficking groups. 

He ran an operation that 
delivered hundreds of tonnes 
of narcotics into the US and 


was behind multiple murders 
of those who crossed him, ac- 
cording to court filings. He was 
extradited to the US in 2017 to 
stand trial, and was convicted 
and sentenced to life in prison 
two years later. 

Ms Coronel, according to 
the Justice Department, took 
part in cartel activities and also 
allegedly assisted in two plots 
to help Guzman escape from 
Mexican prison, including the 
successful first one in 2015. 

It was not previously 
known that US authorities in- 
tended to arrest her. A dual 
US-Mexico citizen and the 
mother of twins by Guzman, 
Ms Coronel appeared in court 
nearly every day of his three- 
month trial in New York. —

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Five dead in India 
vaccine plant fire 


FIVE people died as a fire tore 
through a building in the world’s 
biggest vaccine manufacturing 
hub in India Thursday, but the 
company insisted the produc- 
tion of drugs to counter the 
coronavirus pandemic would 
cont inue. 

Rescue workers discovered 
five bodies in the under-con- 
struction building after the blaze 
at the Serum Institute of India 
was brought under control, me- 
dia reports said, with officials 
in the western city of Pune con- 
firming the toll. 

A second, smaller blaze 
broke out in the same building 
late Thursday, local media re- 
ports said. 

“Five people have died,” city 
mayor Murlidhar Mohol told re- 
porters. 

TV channels showed thick 
clouds of grey smoke billowing 
from the sprawling site, which 
is responsible for producing mil- 


lions of doses of the Covishield 
coronavirus vaccine, developed 
by AstraZeneca and Oxford Uni- 
versity. 

“It is not going to affect pro- 
duction of the COVID-19 vac- 
cine,” a Serum Institute source 
told AFP adding the blaze was at 
a new facility being built on the 
100-acre (40-hectare) campus. 

“We are deeply saddened 
and offer our deepest condolenc- 
es to the family members of the 
departed,” the firm’s CEO Adar 
Poonawalla tweeted, without of- 
fering further details. 

The founder of Cyrus 
Poonawalla, Adar’s father, said 
in a statement that the families 
of each of the five victims - who 
were reported to be contract 
labourers - would be given 2.5 
million rupees (€28,400) in com- 
pensation.

Thousands protest in 
Georgia after opposition 
leader arrested 


THOUSANDS of anti-govern- 
ment protesters rallied in Geor- 
gia on Tuesday after the arrest of 
an opposition leader, deepening 
a political crisis that erupted af- 
ter disputed elections last year. 

Hundreds of riot police used 
tear gas against Nika Melia’s 
supporters who were camped 
out at his United National Move- 
ment party’s headquarters in the 
capital Tbilisi before he was ar- 
rested in an overnight police raid 
and placed in pre-trial detention. 

The move sparked swift 
condemnation from Western 


diplomats, as fears mount over 
the ex-Soviet nation’s fragile de- 
mocracy. 

Scores of Melia’s supporters 
were also detained in the raid 
and the leader of the opposition 
Lelo party called for “a peaceful, 
unwavering struggle to defend 
Georgian democracy”. 

“Liberation of political pris- 
oners and snap parliamentary 
elections are the only possible 
way out of the crisis,” Mamuka 
Khazaradze said, speaking to 
journalists on behalf of all oppo- 
sition leaders. —AFP 


S.Africa’s Zuma arms deal 
corruption case to be heard in May

SOUTH Africa’s scandal-tainted 
former president Jacob Zuma 
and French arms dealer Thales, 
accused of graft in a case going 
back more than two decades, 
will go on trial in May, the High 
Court ruled Tuesday. 

Zuma is facing 16 charges 
of fraud, graft and racketeering 
relating to the purchase of fight- 
er jets, patrol boats and military 
equipment. 


He allegedly took bribes of 
four million rand ($270,000 or 
224,000 euros) over a $3.4-bil- 
lion arms deal with French aer- 
ospace and defence giant Thales 
in 1999, when he was deputy 
president. 

Judge Nkosinathi Chili at 
the High Court in Pietermaritz- 
burg said the matter was certi- 
fied as trial-ready and would be 
heard between May 17 and June 


20, 2021. 

Zuma was not present for 
the announcement. 

The case was postponed last 
December, when Thales contest- 
ed the racketeering charges 
linked to the arms deal. 

But a court dismissed the 
challenge on January 22, a de- 
cision that Thales said it would 
not contest. 

Both the state prosecution 
and defence attorneys had asked 
the pre-trial court for extra time. 

They cited among other 
things Covid restrictions on in- 
ternational travel that could im- 
pede the availability of witnesses 
living abroad. 

Zuma, 78, who was forced to 
step down in 2018 by the African 
National Congress (ANC) after 
nine years in power, is separate- 
ly accused of enabling runaway 
looting of state assets during his 
tenure. 

The judicial panel probing 
this alleged graft on Monday 
sought orders to jail Zuma for 
two years for defying a court 
order compelling him to testify.

Facebook to lift ban on Australia news 
after deal on media law 


FACEBOOK moved to lift a con- 
tentious ban on Australian news 
Tuesday, after a last-gasp deal on 
landmark rules requiring tech 
giants to pay media companies. 

Australia’s Treasurer 
Josh Frydenberg announced a 
face-saving compromise, that 
will see Google and Facebook 
plunge tens of millions of dollars 
into the struggling local news 
sector. 

The US digital firms will, for 
now, avoid being subjected to 
mandatory payments that could 
cost them vastly more and create 
what they see as an alarming 
global prescient. 

“As a result of these chang- 
es, we can now work to further 
our investment in public interest 
journalism, and restore news on 
Facebook for Australians in the 
coming days,” said Will Easton, 
managing director of Facebook 
Australia. 

The social media firm 
sparked global outrage last 
week by blacking out news for its 
Australian users and inadvert- 
ently blocking a series of non- 
news Facebook pages linked to 
everything from cancer charities

ASIAN markets mostly 
rose Tuesday, fuelled by 
growing hope that vaccine 
rollouts will allow the glob- 
al economy to get back on 
track, but the optimism

With governments 
picking up the pace in 
their coronavirus inocu- 
lation drives, and infection 


and death rates slowing in 
most parts of the world, 
observers are predicting a 
surge in economic activity 
from the middle of the year 
as lockdowns are eased. 
Added to that is Joe US 
President Biden’s huge 
growth-boosting spend- 
ing programme, which is 
likely to be passed by Con- 
gress next month, on top 
of the Federal Reserve’s 
pledge to keep monetary 
policy ultra-loose for as 
long as needed. 
Monumental gov- 
ernment and central 
bank support worth tril- 
lions of dollars has been 
a key driver of the surge 


in world equities from 
their nadir almost a year 
ago when the coronavirus 
was rampaging across the 
planet. 

But while the mood 
is increasingly good, in- 
vestors are turning their 
focus to the impact of the 
reflation -- a rally in prices 
as people go back to shops 
and restaurants or start 
going on holiday again. 

Expectations that 
inflation will spike has 
seen US 10-year Treasury 
yields rally to a one-year 
high, and that has spooked 
investors who fear that 
means interest rates will

Vaccine hopes boost British pound 


THE British pound contin- 
ued a frantic two-month 
rise against the euro and 
the dollar, reaching new 
highs this week in a sign 
of traders’ enthusiasm for 
the country’s vaccination 
roll-out. 

Just before Christ- 
mas, investors feared 
the country would leave 


the European single mar- 
ket without a post-Brexit 
trade agreement. 

At the same time, a 
deadly second wave and 
new, more transmissi- 
ble coronavirus variants 
pushed infection rates 
up and saw the death toll 
soar. It currently stands 
at more than 120,000-—one 


of the worst in the world. 

But since December, 
the pound has gained 
more than five per cent 
against the euro and US 
dollar, making it a top 
performer among major 
currencies. The jump is 
due to the number of peo- 
ple vaccinated: according 
to the government, one 


adult in three has already 
received a first dose, rep- 
resenting more than 17.5 
million people. Another 
reason for optimism is 
Prime Minister Boris 
Johnson’s publication on 
Monday of a “cautious but 
irreversible” roadmap to 
ease lockdown restric- 
tions by July—AFP 





US sees progress 
against Nord Stream 
2 amid calls for more 
action 


THE United States said 
Monday it had seen pro- 
gress from European com- 
panies moving out of the 
Nord Stream 2 pipeline 
from Russia to Germany, 
but critics urged stronger 
action. In a report required 
by Congress, the State De- 
partment named 18 mostly 
Western companies that 
would not be subject to 
sanctions, the State De- 
partment and lawmakers 
said. The companies made 
“sood-faith efforts to wind 
down activities related to 
Nord Stream 2,” State De- 
partment spokesman Ned 
Price told reporters. 
“This demonstrates 
that the legislative goals 
and our actions are hav- 
ing a good effect,” he said 
of bipartisan US opposi- 
tion to the project dating 
back to former president 
Donald Trump’s time. He 
publicly named just one 
firm that would be subject 
to US sanctions -- Russian 


tuna company KVT-Rus, 
which he said had been 
engaged in piping activities 
for Nord Stream 2. Biden 
has maintained criticism 
of Nord Stream 2, saying 
that it emboldens Russia 
and weakens leverage of 
vulnerable nations such 
as Ukraine. But the Biden 
administration has also 
pledged a more cooper- 
ative approach with Eu- 
ropean powers including 
Germany, which argues 
that the project is vital for 
its supply of energy despite 
concerns on Russia. 
“When it comes to 
our allies and partners, it 
is fair to say that they would 
not be taken by surprise 
by any action we would 
take,” Price said. “We will 
continue to monitor activity 
that could lead to additional 
penalties including sanc- 
tions, but I think it would be 
wrong to think of sanctions 
as the only tool in our tool-

The independent ac- 
tion ensures many benefits 
to the government, helping 
promote trade activities, dif- 
ferent job opportunities and 
revenues for the State. If a 
country receives much rev- 
enue, it will be able to spend 
more for the national devel- 
opment. If so, it will enlarge a 
network of roads and bridges, 
helping promote the stand- 
ards of education and health. 

The economists are con- 
cerned whether free trade 
activities had a negative ef- 
fect on human society owning 
to the selfishness, greed and 
strong desire for the wealth 
of the entrepreneurs. There 
is no need to worry about 
this. Everyone, the entre- 
preneurs or the consumes, 
whoever they are, all are 
naturally selfish and greedy, 
but the consumers will never 
use unnatural products and 
services, instead, they will 
opt for other reliable ones. 
For that reason, the entre- 
preneurs will pay attention to 
the choice of the consumers 
only. The products and ser- 
vices have to focus on quality, 
standard, and safety for their 
sustainability. 

However, discrimination, 
bias and favoritism of the offi- 
cials can cause a low perfor- 
mance for the entrepreneurs, 
ignorance of consumer 
rights, misuse of resources 
and barrier to the national 
development, according to 
Laissez-faire philosophy. 

Myanmar has a wealth of 
basic foundations to develop 
its all aspects, adopting a free 
and fair economic system 
with regard to the sectors of 
export, import and service. 
The entrepreneurs, who are 
involved in products and 
services, play a leading role 
in developing the country’s 
economy, and they must be 
accountable and responsible 
for the products and the ser- 
vices. On the subject of the 
products and services, the 
consumers ought to check 
quality, safety, hygiene, guar- 
antee and other necessary 
information. Now is the right 
time for the entrepreneurs to 
provide products and servic- 
es in line with the criteria so 
as to penetrate not only into 
domestic market but also into 
international one.

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Medvedev cracks top three as Karatsev 
soars 72 places 


PARIS — _  Daniil Medvedev 
broke into the top three for the 
first time in Monday’s ATP rank- 
ings, while Russian compatriot 
Aslan Karatsev shot up 72 places 
after his shock run to the Aus- 
tralian Open semifinals. 

Medvedev finished run- 
ner-up at a Grand Slam for the 
second time as he was swept 
aside by top-ranked Novak 
Djokovic in Sunday’s final in 
Melbourne, the Serb collecting 
his 18th major title. 

Former US Open finalist 
Medvedev switched spots with 
Dominic Thiem, who slipped to 
fourth after he was demolished 
by Grigor Dimitrov in straight 
sets in the last 16. 

Bulgarian Dimitrov re- 
turned to the top 20 but the 
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Medvedev finished runner-up at a Grand Slam for the second

biggest move was Karatsev, a 
qualifier who became the first 
man in the Open era to reach 
the semi-finals of a major on a 
main draw debut. 

Karatsev, 27, rose from 114th 
to 42nd after knocking out three 
seeds before his dream run was 


ended by Djokovic in the last 
four. 

The win reinforced Djok- 
ovic’s status as world number 
one, guaranteeing he will mark 
his 311th week there as of March 
8, surpassing Roger Federer’s 
record of 310. —AFP & 


Spain looks to Real Madrid and Atletico to 
halt La Liga decline 


MADRID “Sign him up 
Florentino,” Real Madrid’s fans 
wrote on Twitter before Zinedine 
Zidane was asked if he sent a 
message to the club’s president 
Florentino Perez. 

Kylian Mbappe had just 
destroyed Barcelona at Camp 
Nou and 24 hours later Erling 
Haaland did the same to Sevilla 
at the Ramon Sanchez Pizjuan. 

By the time Real Sociedad 
trailed 4-0 on Thursday evening 
to Manchester United, the feel- 


ing in Spain became clear: La 
Liga was in freefall. 

Later that night, Granada 
beat Napoli and Villarreal saw 
off Salzburg in a competition 
it should be remembered that 
was only six months ago won 
by Sevilla, for the fourth time in 
seven years. 

In fact, a Spanish team has 
won the Europa League seven 
times out of the last 11. 

Three of those titles belong 
to Atletico Madrid, who take 


on Chelsea in the Champions 
League on Tuesday, after knock- 
ing out the English champions 
Liverpool last season. 

Real Madrid face Atalanta, 
hoping to prevent a third year 
without winning the tournament, 
after winning all of the previous 
three. 

“Spanish teams are still 
strong, it’s just a moment,” said 
Barcelona coach Ronald Koe- 
man last week. “You can’t draw 
conclusions.” —AFP &

Crotone meanwhile remain 
rooted to the bottom of the divi- 
sion thanks to their fifth defeat 
on the bounce. —AFP & 


Unseeded Rogers stuns third 
seed Konta in Adelaide

ed American Shelby Rogers 
stunned third seed Johanna 
Konta with a display of raw 
power in the second round of 
the Adelaide International on 
Tuesday. 

Rogers served superbly 
and was ruthless with her re- 
turns to see off the British star 
6-2, 6-2 in just 76 minutes. 

The 28 -year-old Rog- 
ers has been in good form in 
Australia, reaching the fourth 
round of the Australian Open 
last week before falling to world 
number one Ash Barty. 

She broke Konta’s first 
service game and was never 
troubled after that, breaking 
the former world number four 
twice in each set to run out a 
comfortable winner. 

“T started the match really 
well with a quick break and I 
just kept the momentum go- 
ing,” Rogers said.
